tivys, also v.ii iously directed, has increased. 
To-il,iy's caucus, it was .-oiscrtcd by the 
dictators of the ministerial pfdicy, would 
restore the harmony, but the bitter discus- 
sion which characterized the conference, 
and the failure of ilic meeting to reach any 
definite conclusion, denotes .i widening of 
the breach to an extent threat- 
ening a hopeless division in the 
ranks of the party on the pending 
hills. It. is aniiouiici'd to-night that an- 
other caucus will shortly be convcneil, when 
a fuithm- att'Oiipl will be ni.ide to siilnhie 
the relractory element, but the determined 
attitude of the cabinet minority, and their 
adherents, gives very little encourageiiient 
to the majority tliat their eU'drls will lie 
successful. In adilitiou to the parliament- 
ary rebellion ag.iinst the headstrong policy 
of the ministerial leaders in regard lo the 
pending bills, the government has very se- 
rious diliicnlty to oonfront in dealing witli 
the detiaiit postal and police employes, and 
all pciliticians agree that the ease requires 
delicate handling.

place. The tiazette further says that a 
line will be drawn across Victoria Nyanza 
one degree south of the equator to tho 
eastern boundary of the Congo state. The 
disputed territ(n-y north of tliis line will 
l)e British and all south of it (ienimii. 
Tho English will bo entitled to ci.iibtnict 
and use the road from Victoria Nyanza to 
Lake Tanganyika. The English will also 
have absidute control of tho Stevenson 
road from Lake Tanganyika to Luke 
Nyaiiza, and of the region around Lake 
Baiigiveolo an 1 tho Urungu territory. 

Ni;w York, .lune 11.— Tho national 
temperance congress opened a two days' 
seasi'iii here to-day. Among those i)res- 
eiit wore Gen. A. Nettleton, of Minne- 
apolis; A. S. Kynetts, D. D., of Phila- 
delphia; Albert Griffin, of Kansas; Judge 
C. U. Bonny, of Chicago; Hon. Walter 
B. Hill, of iieoi-gia; John B.iscomb,D.D., 
ex-uieaident Wisconsin University; Hon. 
(tco. E. Foster, iNIinister of Finance, 
Canada; Robert Rao, Secretary of the 
National Temperance League oftiruat 
Britain, and Dr. Howard dosby. The 
question : "Is state and national pro- 
hibition desirable and feasible ?" was 
discussed by General Neal Dow, 
from tho high license side, and Robert 
Graham from the prohibition point . f 
view. N. S. Davis, M. I)., of Chicago, 
read a pa])er entitled "Alcnhiil, a poison 
never to he used for beverage [lurpofes," 
and anotlier wa.s read by Prof. A. R. 
Cornwall, entitled "Tho battlo of 
Omaha." In the afternoon session the 
Uev. T. K. Funk, of New York, advo- 
cated that both prohibitionists and high 
license people unite on some practical re- 
striction measure. Dr. Huntington, of 
Grace church, disbelieved in either pro- 
hibition or high license. Both had 
proved failures. Wo must find s mo sub- 
stitute for the saloon and must lessen the 
desire for liquor before we can eradicate 
the evils of intemperance. Inipr voment 
in tho homes of the poor would be one 
good step, (!en. A. B. Nettleton, of 
Minneapolis, favored the founding of an 
American union temperance alliance to 
work for better laws and better public 
sentiment. Dr. A. J. Kynetts, i f Phila- 
delphia, favored prohibition. After 
several other speeches in favor of total 
abstinence und prohibition tho session 
closed.

TIIK HCHOONKR .lAMKS (i. SWAN- 

The First BehriuK's Sea Case j'.vcr Siibinltted 
to a United States Court. 

Tho case of the libel United States vs. 
tliu achoiiner .lames G. Swan, ruapond- 
ont, and Choatocjua Petersoa ab al., 
clainiants, was tried in the Uni cd States 
district einu't at Seattle 011 Tuesday, and 
tho case taken under adviseinenl by .( iidge 
llaiifuril. .Iiidi^'u .lames (i. Swan, and 
George 11. .luiies, of Port Tuwi seiid, ap- 
peared as the [jructor of t!ie elaiiiiaiita. 
This is tiie first case in which the Bullr- 
ing sea question has been submitted for 
adjudication to a United States court. In 
view of the importance of the ease, .ludf^e 
Hanford e.xpressod a desire that it might 
be lieard in tlie aii])ronu! eiaut at the 
I'liited .States. The .James (I. Swan was 
aualiiig in lieliriiig sea, about seventy 
miles off St. George's Lslaiid, when seized 
i n tho 30 h of last July by tho revenue 
cuttor Rush. A carefully prepared and 
interesting answer to tho libel, written 
by. lames (I. Swan, was read. 'I'lio ans- 
wer h Ills that tlieves.el was seized on . 
high seas; thai the act id' enngrcss ol I7II1, [ 
delining the jiiiisdietion of the rnilcil 
States as extending one niariiio league 
from tho shore, is still tho law; that the 
Indians arc tlie wards of ilie nation, and 
that it is the iioliey of tlio governiiieiit to 
eiieiiiira ;i' thciii in industrial pur.siiita. 

This seliooner was owned by the Mak- 
ali ( iidians al Xeali I !:iy. 1 1 was throULdi 
.liidge Swan's rH'iii'lH that they were i;n- 
couraged to own vessels iif inorij than 
twenty tons burden and to engage in 
lishilig. The .Swan w;is formerly the 
British aclioonor, Annio Buck, seiiiud in 
Bullring's sea for the aanio offence, and 
condemned. Tho Indians puroiinsed her 
ut blio United States inarahars sale, and 
employed her for aealiug.

Grant's vocabulary is mean and it is ex- 
oxoeedingly limi od. Ho has not many 
good words at his command, and those 
that he does know something about ho 
dues not possess the ability to use. But 
more than all, Mr. Duck could in a manly, 
modes' way, tell of good deeds done, of 
valuable .services performed, while Mr. 
Grant's record, tliouudi he is so boastful 
and noisy, is an almost comjiletu bhiiilc. 
Tho iiitelliLjont citizen wiio compares Mr. 
Duck with Mr. (Iranb as a public .s 'rvaiit 
must give tho proferonco to Mr. Duck. 

CAPTAIN IRVING,. 

Oapii. John Irving, like many a man 
who iu the way of his profession does 
not fear the face of clay, loses his self- 
possession when called upon to address a 
lueating. Oapt. John, out in a gnle in 
the Oulf, would be as calm and collected 
as he wonid be when talking to a friend 
on the street. If ho had to face a crowd 
of mutinous sailors he tvuuld know 
exactly' wlfiat'td jsay^and ,60 do. But 



when ho is called ujioii to speak to a 
number of his fellow-citi/.eiis, inoHt of 
whom he has known for years, ho finds it 
difficult to say a single word. This difli- 
donce will soon wear off, and the pluck 
which ho linddubtedly posseBseB will, 
before long, stand him In good stead on 
tho platform and in the legislature. Tho 
time will goon come whou he will face a 
crowded house wi h as little nervousiioaa 
us ho does a stormy sea. Besides, the 
f^lib talkers aro not always the best 
workers. T'ho man who knows what to 
do and is bound to do it, no 
inattar what stands in tho way, is 
tho kind of man who can servo 
the people effectively. It is the man 
who votes right, and not the man who 
talks best, who has, in these days, tho 
most inilucnco in oven deliberative assoin- 
blies. Tho work is done silently iind bo- 
hind closed doois. Most of tho tjilk in 
tho legislature is as much for show as 
anything else. It is not hard to see tli.at 
Capt. Irviiii; is not the man to bu easily 
|)utoirby (ini; speeches whon ho has an 
object to yain, or to lot go readily when 
he once takes hold. Capt. John made 
his points, too. Ho exposed tho insin- 
cerity and the inconsistency of the 
Opposition candi 'ntcs who aro tty- 
ini; to make llio workiri^nien be- 
lievi^ tliat they aie their friends, and he 
showed that the iiu'clianics' dollars were 
much dearer to them tlian the mechanics' 
riuhts. A gdod vete will be polled I'nr 
Cajitaiii Irvlii;;, and Ihe citiziMis of Vic- 
toria will liiul it ihey elect him as their 
repre.^enlative, thai ho will do their Work 
for them sliij) shape and man fashion. 



MODEST AND BRIEF. 

Mr. Dalliy will cmuivire very fav' u-;'.lily 
with the bust of tho Uppositiou candi- 
dates. He made a short, modest speech 
as became a new candidate. But there 
is a look of quite determination about 
(ho man which shows that he is one of the 
class who "got there." If ho has an 
object to gain he will nut let tho grass 
grow under his feet until it is accom- 
plished, and ho will not he discouraged if 
difficulties lie in tho way. If tliero is a 
battle to tight for Victor ;i, as we believe 
their will bo, and Mr. Dalbj- is chosen 
one of the men to fight it, he will lie cer- 
tdintogivea good account of himself. He 
will make a tough lighter and will not bo 
by any means, tho first to give in. 



BANGER AHEAD. 

There aro some men in tho ranks of 
the Gppiisition who tell the citizens of 
Victoria that their interests are in no 
danger and that it would bo wise for 
them to strengthen the hands i-f the 
Opposition. These people wish for their 
own purposes to have Victorians shut 
their eyes to what is going on around 
them. It may be seen at a glance that 
the Opposition to the Government where 
it is not merely factious, i.nd hav ng office 
for its sole object, is on tho mainland in 
New Westiiiinstor and Vancouver citj-. 
This is an Opposition iigainsb the Island 
and particularly against the city of Vic- 
toria. A feeling of jealousy of Victoria 
has long existed on the ISIaiuland. Ko 
one can visi', Vancouver withont meeting 
it cropping out in dozens of ways and in 
scores of places. It is active and it is 
bitter. It tiiids vent now in ill-natured 
speeches and in attoniptB which aroHoinc- 
times successful to prevent persons visit- 
ing British Columbia coming to Victoria. 
When Vancouver has representatives in 
the Le!;islatiirc its attempts to injure 
N'ictoria will not be coiiline<i to delriiC 
tioii. They will take a iiioro practical 
sliajic. 

The citizens of Now Westuiiiisler have 
never forgotten that their town was ouco 
the capital of British Columbia,.and they 
have never, for one moment, ceased to 
resent its removal to Victoria. This is 
easily seen. The candidati; for Legisla- 
tive honors in New Wcstiiiiuster cannot 
plenso the men who hear his speeches 
better or iiiore easily than to refer ti^ the 
time when their city w.is tlie capital of 
the Province, and to e>:[iress his determi- 
nation to get it lliure a!,'ain. No late-r 
than last October, Mr. Tlios. (.'unniiiL;- 
liaui, ill a s[ice.ch which he made on the 
eve of his election, said :- 

" Victoria influence has kept the Pro- 
vince hack for the last twenty live years, 
lie had seen luindreils of hapjiy farmers' 
homes in Oregon and Wasliingtiiii Terri- 
tory, and ho could prove that thoao very 
settlers originally caino to British Colum- 
bia, and by Victoria hud boonlost to thisPro- 
vinco, to Canada and the British Empire. 
Victoria wanted to .sliovo her members 
into all tho vacant seats on the Maiidand 
as well as on Ihe Island, lint let her at- 
tend to her own affairs. Wo have given 
her a demoiistration during the last lew 
days what wo can do in that direction, 
and ho hoped the lesson would not be 
lr)8t on her. Ho believed that New 
Wcstniiimtor was the boat place for the 
so il of Govorunicnt, it was central, easily 
reached, and pussosaed more solid advan- 
tages than Victoria.'' 

This speech was delivered before the 
Risdistribution Act was onacted. If tho 
sectional feeling were intense then in 
New Westminster, it is a hundred times 
more so now. Tho newly mado Opposi- 
tion in the Lower Fraser threaten to 
send "a solid six" to tho Legislature 
to oppose the Governinout. Why ? Bo- 
cauao it has not done what they believe 
to bo justice to tho Mainland. What is 
the worst heresy that can be uttered 
now on the other side of the Oulf. The 



man who says a word in favor of "the 
balance of power '' ;wiU not bo burned 
alive in New Westminster or Vancouver, 
but the citizens of those cities would do 
their best to make the life of anyone who 
expressed himself favorable to that doc- 
trine, miserable. Tho phrasu has not 
been used on the hustings on the Main- 
land, or in the iiowsptipers published 
there except to be repudiated and exe- 
crated. Has all this no sigiiilicauco for 
Victoria 'i Kor Victorians to strengthen 
an Opposition which takes this form 
would bo simply suicide. 'i'lie Govern- 
ment in tho matter of - redistribution has 
done justice (and that too under great 
difficulty) to Victoria, and it would bo 
folly for Victorians to throw away tho 
advantage they have gained by pl'yi"K 
into tho hands of men Avho will bo cer- 
tain to use power when they get it 
to deprive their city of tho advantages it 
poasesses as tho capital of British Cuhnii- 
bia. Let their send men to the Legisla- 
ture who w 11 support the Goverumeut 
which has always shown a disposition to 
treat Victoria fairly, and not to struiigtheii 
the hands of an Opposition who will do 
all that lies in their jiowor to give the 
Mainland so great a prepoiideraiico 
in the ro|iresentatioii that this city 
will not bo .secure in the possession 
of the advania'^os it enjoys for a 
siuLjle ye.ir. 1 1 is manifestly the interest 
of N'ietoria to .streiiL'then the hands of the 
Governinout, ami not to weaken thoiii.

Mr. .lohii (Jnint has a rough but an e.y- 
ceediiigly mean way <jf getting out of dilli- 
cultics into which his garrulousness or his 
uagorness to catch votes lead him. At 
tho Oppositi n meeting on Saturday 
ni'.dit he grossly slaiidcredMr. Theodore 
Davie. When 'aken to task for his un- 
truthfulness and his malignity by Tin: 
Coi.iiNlsi', he stales over his own signa- 
ture that "Till; Colonist has again hy 
its editor bi;en made the channel of circu- 
lating a b.aso falsehood, a deliberate lie." 

Fortunately, Mr. Grant's speech was 
reported'pretty fully in the Times. Hero 
is the passage in which Mr. Davie is 
slandered : 

"One instance ho wished to mention, 
w(vs that of three ineu who had been 
taken into a certain lawyer's oflico in this 
city to have their iiames put on tho voters' 
list (liio of these iiioii had ojieidy ex- 
pressed his o|) iiion against a cert.iiii 
member of the goveriimeiil, and had faid 
ho would like to be ahlo to vote aLjainst 
him.

Tho speaker gave the names of the par- 
ties as Jlessrs. McGregor, Heatliurliell 
and Dutton. TIk; latter was the one 
who had not had his iiaiuo put (Ui tho 
list, as he had expressed his opinion too 
freely. (Who was tho lawyer's ollice /) 
it was the Hon. Theo. Davie's ollice. 
Such an action was a crime which should 
bo punished at tho election on tho l.'ith'' 

It is very difficult to tind words strong 
enough adc<iuately to charactorizo tho 
iiioanneas of the man who will endeavor 
to evade the responsibility that attaches 
to his utterances by calling those who 
take tho meuning out of them they woro 
plainly intended to convoy, "liars." 
There is no one BO stupid as not to' seo 
the conclusion to which Mr. Grant wished 
his hearers to arrive at when he related 
this incident. When ^Ir. Grant denies 
having intended to slander .Mr. Davie, he 
says wh.at is so i)al|)ably and so contempt- 
ibly uii' rue tliat wo aro astonished tit the 
effniiitery of his denial. Wo have heard 
the coiicUisiou to which intelligent men 
came who had listened to Mr. Grai 1 1 
arrived, men, too, who appeared to bo 
his friends. 

Tho reader has the slander befuru hiui. 
lie can see what its intentio.n was at a 
glance, and if he can have tho sligh cst 
respect for tho man who wrote ihe im- 
pudent denial in the'Ti'nie's,' ho must have 
a singularly constituted mind.

To ill! imlsider the atti:udei i.'iken in 
somo of the lengthy discussions which 
have been going on in the papers, antnt 
corporal punishment, seem most ridicul- 
'lus, and peoplo will begin to wonder if 
the present generation are a difTeront s ;t 
of beings altogether to their ancestors, 
and that they should accordingly bo 
broiiglil up byaS'irt of milk iviid water 
system, inste.id of by proper discipline, 
hucli IS not tliccase, however, as th" ma- 
jority of Ijoys attending the schools will 
testify; bad behavior H.vs t) be punished 
somehow or other, and if not by the rod 
(iropei ly administered, then by detaining 
the boy after scluxd hours, cither by 
setting hiiii a task to leaiii nr making 
him write lines. Now, although a boy 
naturally dis.ikes a caning, tisk bim 
whether ho would rather liav.! the caning 
and bo done with it, or write a hundred 
and fifty to three hundred lines after 
school when his oomiades are at play, 
T think I am not greatly mistaken 
when 1 R.ay that in nine oases out of ten 
ho will take tlio caning^ Then look at the 
other side of tho question; which harms 
the boy most, staying in after school 
hours when he should be enjoying the 
fresh air, or experieucing temporary bod- 



ily pain for a short period ? I thiuk any 
meilicid man would cot tainly give it as 
his opinion, on careful conqiarison of tho 
grievous (l) nnirks of tho terr ble (?) cane 
in the one case, and tho loss of fresh air, 
exercise and spirits entailed by tho boy's 
detention in the other, that tho lattorwas 
most injurious, if either can be called so. 

Does anyone suppose that in tho groiit 
l)ublic schools of ICngland, acknowledged 
to be as perfect as any in tho world, cor- 
jioral piiniahiiient h;'.s been abrilished V If 
they do, they a^e greatly mistaken, as, on 
the contrary, in most of them caning is 
tho standar,! i)unishment, as it is in tho 
UEST schools throughout Canada. 

1 may uay in conclusion, that if every 
case of corporal punishment which oc- 
curred in the schools just mentioned was 
made tho subject of sermons and lengthy 
news|)a[)er controversies, neither the 
clergymen on tho ono hand, nor tlienows- 
pa])ers on the other, wtmld ever be in 
w.ant ot a subject f r the sermons, or of 
several columns of print.

With regard to 
till' (Mty stirvi'voi, Ah\. n iri-ison tliiiiiL;ht 
ho had explained away eve ylliiiig 111 th.ii 
coliiiccliciu nil tin; |)ievi()iiH Wednesday 
eveniii;(. 'I'lie president soemed very so- 
liciti.ii.s u-itli reu'ai-d te tlie liealth ot th" 
city aurvoyor. Aid, Hairis in was very 
glad 10 800 that Mr. Higgins at last liad 
syiiipathy for aomo one. Ho (Aid. Har- 
rison) had been accused of working 
against thu cotiipaiiy ; woU, ho would say 
that lie was the lirst one to voto §250 for 
thu strongthening of tho .laiiies Kay 
bridiiu, so as to enable the i^oniiiany to 
cross at the speed they wanted to. Ho 
also worked to got them tho extra space 
hi building out to the road at tho works, 
and lastly, ho had interested himself to 
facilitato thoir criiBsing the Rock Bay 
bridge and ho saved them a considerable 
sum of iiioney.

Aid. Wilson oxpUined that he, being 
appointed a director, had attended one 
meeting of the company, bub had nut 
been uotified of any ainoe that one, 
and he was therefore nut acquaint- 



ud with the couipaiiy's operations. 
13ut as tho city bad apjiointed an amlir.oi 
to e.\amine their books, ho presmried 
everything had been found satisfactory, 
as nothing had been said abont thein. He 
thmi'^lit that this agitation had done 5,'ood. 

Tho report was adopted, and the coun- 
cil proceeded to further business.

(H- three of our sensational slieets de- 
lighted ill twisting the lion's tail daily, 
fi'7r several wioks together. Happily, 
tilings ill the end turned out to be iiioro 
aiiiiisiug than warlike. Our vessels ac'- 
ually did capiure several Canadian seal- 
1 IS, and after taking tiway tliuiisalids of 
.skill'--, t.lio in.ijority of which were not 
t;ikun in Behrilig'a .Sea, oidered thein to 
m.iko fur .Sitka iviul report tliuniselves to 
the I'nited States authoritiea there, 
which, of course, they neglected to do. 
Now, another season is upon us, and it 
opens more ominously than the last one. 
Th-jfe seem to be bettor preparations this 
timu for iiiakiiig ibe seizures good. Why 
wu aru jiroeeudiiiLC to such extremities, 
seeing that wo long ago repudiated Rus- 
sia's claim to own Behring's soa,.;;passeth 
our iinderatiinding. Wo cannot believe, 
notwith8t.«nding appearances, that any- 
t.iiiig very serious is meant, and wo must 
siipposu that tho English govornniont un- 
derstand what wo are about, but it is 
clear that iiuithur the Ciiiadi-ms niu' our 
own people conipndieiul what is in tho 
wind. The riiliiig pnvers may think that 
a desir.able fianie of mind in which to 
keep their people, but, if they do, they 
are vastly mistaken. Angiy passions 
.smnotinies make war, as Von Moltku said 
the other riay, despite the resistetice of 
government.
